volts or more, in or on any building,

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commisisoners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

The following reports of the Com- 
missioners of Assessments for Local 
Improvements were received and or- 
dered filed: 


Opening and widening of Belleville 
Avenue and Bloomfield Avenue at the 
southwesterly and northwesterly cor- 
ners thereof by the addition of two 
triangular strips; 


Opening and widening of High 
Street at the southeasterly corner of 
Eighth Avenue; at the northwesterly 
corner. of Orange Street and at the 
southeasterly corner of Orange Street; 


Opening and widening of Park 
Place from Rector Street to Say- 
brook Place; 


Construction of a concrete retain- 
ing wall about 1,500 feet long and an 
average height of about 12 feet. on 
the property of the Mount Pleasant 
Cemetery Company, marking the 


westerly line of the proposed north- 


erly extension of Passaic Street; 


Grading, curbing and flagging of 
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Goodwin Avenue from Hawthorne 
Avenue to Renner Avenue; 


Paving of Belgium Street from 
South Tenth Street to South Eleventh 
Street; 


Paving of Silver Street from Stuy- 
vesant Avenue to Sandford Avenue; 


Opening and widening of Chancel- 
lor Avenue from Elizabeth Avenue 
to the City Line to a total width of 
80 feet; - 


Repaving of Plane Street from 
State Street to Market Street; 


Mayor Breidenbach: Are there any 
citizens desiring to be heard on any 
matter? 


Mr. Louis V. Aronson: I wish to 
thank the Board for commending us 
on our gigantic undertaking to give 
the City of Newark an Industrial Ex- 
position Building, and I want to give 
you an-idea what we intend to do 
and the site we would like to get. 
We have three or four sites in mind 
at the present time. The most de- 
sirable site is the one purchased by 
the City for the purpose of erecting 
a Memorial Building, and if we can 
procure this, it will in a way carry 
out the original intention of the City 
of Newark to establish a permanent 
exposition building. ` 


.We have behind us. some very 
prominent men and we stand ready 
to. give you the price the City paid 
for this site, deducting the amount 
the Elks paid for their site. Upon 
inquiry this morning, I learn through 
the Corporation Counsel that it is 
necessary for the City to advertise 


and sell this property at public sale, 
and I would request that you do so 
at once. 


The manufacturers of the City are 
suffering for the want of a permanent 
industrial building where the manu- 
facturer and salesmen can meet un- 
der one roof. We have publie spirit- 
ed citizens who are willing to put up 
“ this building for you. It will give 
the City a chance to sell the property 
for what they paid for it. It will 
give increased ratables and additional 
revenue in taxes and bring many peo- 
ple to the City. At the present time 
we are paying $10,090 a year in New 
York City for a showroom. The only 
way to get buyers from all over the 
United States to come to Newark is 
to have the various manufacturers 
represented under one roof, and I 
trust you will take this matter in 
hand and advertise the property at 
the earliest possible moment. We 
are going ahead with the project and 
we would like to know in the course 
of four weeks if the property can be 
obtained. 


Commissioner Gillen: I might say 
Mr. Aronson has been in to see me 
about the matter last Tuesday, but 
not about this perticular site. All 
that Mr. Aronson has said about the 
merits of the permanent Industrial 
Exposition in the City of Newark is 
absolutely true. There is possibly 
nothing that could be built here today 
or established that would be of 
greater benefit to the City than a 
permanent exposition building. For 
more than a dozen years we have dis- 
cussed that project in the Board of 
Trade, and I think Mr. Aronson you 
were on it, and for some reason or 
another it was never started. Newark, 
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of course, is essentially a manufac- 
turing city. The life of the City de- 
pends upon the manufacturing inter- 
ests. Newark has to depend 
upon its manufacturers, and 
not on sightseers or tourists as in 
New York City, and as the former 
Commissioner has so well stated most 
manufacturers are compelled to en- 
gage, at high rentals, warerooms and 
showrooms in New York and buyers 
do not come to Newark at all because 
Newark does not have any such show- 
rooms or warerooms, and they do not 
know much about the City and they 
do not see the manufactured products 
of the City. Now, if this permanent 
exposition building is established, it 
will have this effect: It will bring 
to the City of Newark this vast mul- 
titude of buyers from all over the 
country who buy these products and 
they will come to this City to see these 
products in this magnificent building 
that is proposed and there not only 
see the things they want themselves, 
but go away with the wonderful im- 
pression of the remarkable progress 
and industry of this community. 


Now, of course, the proposition as 
Mr. Aronson offers it will be. under 
private ownership. However, I think 
what actuates the organizers of this 
movement more than any profit is the 
pride of their City and their desire 
to have brought to the attention of 
the World that this City produces 
such a great variety of manufactured 
products. Originally this land was 
bought for a memorial building tc 
commemorate the 250th Anniversary 
of the City of Newark| That was 
abandoned because it was found there 
was not profit to be gained. Com- 
missioner Raymond was then Mayor 
and he vetoed the bond issue for this 
Memorial Building. I also opposed it 
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at tnay ume. Now, Mr. Aronnwa 
comes along and wants to take this 
property off our hands and erect a 
fine ornate building, which will mean 
increased revenue to the City in taxes. 
The City’s interest will be benefited 
to an enormous extent and the City 
will get a great deal of advertising. 
I think we can depend on the word 
of Mr. Aronson, who is a very suc- 
cessful business man in this commu- 
nity, and after discussing it with the 
Corporation Counsel I became firmly 
convinced that this would be a prony - 
nent site for an exposition building 


_and I have prepared a resolution to 


offer it at public sale. That is the 
only way we can dispose of it. I 
would like to dispose of it by private 
sale for such a meritorious purpose, 
but the law specifies the manner in 
which we must sell, and we can sell 
it in no other manner. It must be 
sold to the highest bidder. The reso- 
lution has been prepared and I think 
my colleagues on the Commission 
will agree with your sentiments and 
go ahead with it, and I wish you all 
success in the undertaking. 


Commissioner Raymond: I wish to 
say that I approve all that Commis- 
sioner Gillen has said. I think it will 
be a splendid thing for Newark and 
carry out in a way the general idea 
of having a public building there for 
public purposes, and I will second the 
resolution,
